Now in his 80s, Busbee 
resides in Shalimar, Fla., and 
while he: has accomplished 
many things throughout his life, 
he still does not possess a high 
school diploma: However, that 
will change this week. 

Elba High School will con- 
duct its Veterans Day program 
Thursday, Nov. 8, and Ben 
Busbee will be the recipient of a 
very special presentation, 

“We're very excited to be able 
to present Mr, Busbee with an 
honorary diploma from Elba 
High School during the Veterans 
Day program on Thursday,” 
Elba City School 
Superintendent Danny Weeks 


said earlier this week, 

Weeks said he believes this is 
the first time Elba High School 
has made such a presentation, 
and he is very excited for the 
school and for Busbee. He said 
the school requested through the 
State permission to make the 
presentation, and it has been 
granted.

Give me understanding 


Psalm 119:34-35 


34-Give me understanding, and I will keep thy law; yea, I shall 
observe it with my whole heart. 


35-Make me to go in the path of thy commandments; for therein 
do I delight. 


Understanding is defined as coming to know the meaning or impor- 
tance of; or to accept as a condition of. In this text, David was 
pleading to the Lord for help in getting to know or grasping the 
importance of who He (God) is. This is very important because 
unless ‘we get to know the person we love intimately (with close- 
ness; or marked by one’s innérmost thoughts, feelings, etc.) — we 
have no idea as to how we are to please that person to enjoy the ben- 
efits of a harmonious relationship. 
First and foremost, we must grasp the fact that God is our author and 
creator. This means that God began our existence when He formed 
us in our mother’s womb. Not only did He form us, but He wrote 
the script for our lives. So, we are subject to His desires and pur- 
poses for our lives. If we want to be all that we can be in this life, 
we must put God’s desires ahead of everything else in life; knowing 
that without Him we couldn’t/wouldn’t have life at all. Therefore, 
if we put him first, everything else will align or come into agree- 
ment with His’ path. or plans for our _ lives. 
Now that we have an understanding of who God is and what His 
requirements are, our question should be what's next? I’m glad that 
you asked! We must first confess our.sins and inadequacies to the 
Lord and then repent of our short-comings. Repent actually means

Anglers asked to 
watch for invasive 
fish species 


Anglers can help. protect 
Alabama. waters by stopping 
aquatic hitchhikers like the big- 
head (Hypophthalmichthys 
nobilis) and silver carp (H. 
molitrix). These two invasive 
fish species have been spreading 
within the lakes and rivers of the 
Mississippi River region in the 
central United States, These 
carp also pose’a threat to 
Alabama waters through their 
potential to dominate the fish 
populations of streams and lakes 
which would severely impact 
recreational and commercial 
fisheries. Feeding on plankton, 
these fish compete with native 
RAS ATA fishes and some 

ult o5tishes for food. 
Brought to North America from 
Asia’ in. the early, 1970s, they 
escaped to the Mississippi River 
and many of its tributaries by the 
early’ 1980s. Contributing 
spreading factors to new waters 
include’ wild bait harvest and 
release of live bait into water- 
ways instead properly disposing 
live bait into the trash, Early 
detection of isolated populations 
may help slow or restrict the 
spread of these carp. 
As part of the national Stop 
Aquatic Hitchhikers! campaign; 
the Fisheries Section of the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ (ADCNR) Wildlife 
and Freshwater Fisheries (WFF) 
Division is asking for assistance 
from anglets in helping curb the 
spread of these and other non- 


native aquatic species. 
General characteristics of the 
carp include: 


* Low-set eye; scale less head; 
very small body — scales. 
e Large upturned mouth with- 
out barbels, unlike common 
c a r p 
« Adults may be-more than 60 
Ibs. in weight and 4 ft. long in 
length. 


* Hybrids between these fish 
may exhibit characteristics of 
both species. 


Anglers can help by using the 
following guidelines: 


* Do not harvest bait from 
waters infested with bighead an 
* Dispose of unwanted live bait 
in the trash. 
* Never release fish from one 
body of water to another. 
* Report all sightings of bighead 
and silver carp. 
If one of these carp is caught in 
Alabama, anglers are urged to 
note the exact location of the 
catch and notify the Fisheries 
Section of the ADCNR’s WFF 
Division at 334-242-3471, 
Specimens will be used to con- 
firm sightings so anglers should 
freeze fish in a sealed plastic 
bag. A fisheries biologist will 
pick up the fish. Anglers can 


also photograph the fish for ver-

Two Coffee County agencies join 
forces for child support roundup 


If a person owes child support 
in Coffee County, he/she may 
want to pay now. The District 
Attorney’s office and the Coffee 
County Department of Human 
Resources will be conducting a 
child support roundup during 
the months of November and 
December, and if someone has 
not paid child support, he/she 
could be taken to jail. 

Children rely ori child support 
payments for their basic needs, 
and this round up is being con- 
ducted to emphasize just that. 
This effort is to be a strong 
reminder to delinquent parents 
of the importance of making 
regular support payments. 

A grace period of approxi- 
mately two weeks, which begins 
immediately, will be allowed for 
those persons currently behind 
in their child support to contact 


the Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources or the 
District Attorney.’s office Child 
Support Division to resolve any 
issues without having to take 
further action. Anyone owing 
past due support that does not 
contact DHR or the D.A.’s 
office to reach an agreement 
during the grace period may be 


arrested and ordered to appear in,

The roundup will be conduct- 
ed in conjunction with District 
Judge Paul Sherling and the 
Coffee County Sheriff's Office, 
who will aid in bringing many 
of the delinquent parents in 
Coffee County before the Court 
to answer for their failure to pay 
child support.

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting, Coffee County 
Commissioners decided 
Tuesday, Nov, 13, to make get- 
ting a lake in Coffee County a 
top priority. 

Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple said the county has 
looked at the possibility in the 
past, and he believes now: is the 
time to make the issue a‘top pri- 
ority, He said Barbara Gibson, 
director of the Choctawhatchee, 
Pea and Yellow Rivers 


Watershed Authority, agrees. 

In conversing with Gibson, 
Dalrymple said he indicated now 
is the time to make a move with 


such a project, especially con- 
sidering the amount of attention 
being given to the water short- 
age issue. 

The lake could be used as a 
reservoir, as well as, be a recre- 
ational attraction for the county. 

“T think it will be a great ben- 
efit to the county to have a lake 
here,” Dalrymple said. 

Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks said the project is an 
important one, and he believes 
the county should move immedi- 
ately to move forward with it. 

Gibson, by chance, happened 
to be in the building during the 
commission meeting, and com- 
missioners asked her to address 
the idea. She said her office is in 
a good position right now to 
assist the county in moving for- 
ward, 

Gibson said the watershed 
authority has additional funds 
for Fiscal Year 2008 to fund 
study projects. He also said 
more funds are possible. 

“As an agency, we (watershed 
authority) are certainly willing 
and ready to move forward with 
such a project,” said Gibson, 

Just as Commissioner 
Dalrymple pointed out, Gibson 
again suggested now is definite- 
ly the time for such a project 
with so much attention being 
placed on water shortages. 

Also, in answering a question 
regarding the purpose of a lake, 
Gibson said a water reservoir 
certainly can have more than one 
purpose.
